The overflight discredits the 
theory, advanced by strategists in 
Israel and the U.S., that the Rus- 
sians would limit the Mig-23 to a 
defensive role west of the Canal. 
As such, it reinforces Israel's claim 
that it needs more sophisticated 
hardware to deal with the Russo- 
Egyptian threat.

Sapir spurns talk of 
cuts in defence budget

TEL AVIV. — Finance Minister 
Pinhas Sapir yesterday denied 
that he has proposed cutting a 
billion pounds from this year's 
defence budget. 

. In an interview with “Gale! Za- 
hal" broadcast yesterday, the Min- 
ister said “that the story that we 
want to transfer money from de- 
fence for other purposes — for so- 
clal services — with the Panthers 
and without them — is entirely 
without foundation, a pure fabrica- 
tion.

He sald that he had told De- 
fence Minister Mosh: Dayan that 
“all the funds allocated for the 
purchase of Phantoms, Skyhawks, 
tanks, armoured cars, ¢lectronic 
equipment and other purchases from 
abroad are sacrosanct. This money 
will be deposited in banks in the 
U.S. and in England. We are not 
discussing this subject. Let this 
be made entirely clear... I have

He continued: “In the first place, 
we are not yet talking of the ex- 
penditure side of the general bud- 
get, only of revenue.

Sources said Sadat will need to 
soothe Soviet feeling over his 
treatment of Ali Sabry, the former 
Vice-President who is under arrest 
and faces a possible death penalty 
for treason. 

Sabry was considered to be the 
Kremlin's closest friend in Egypt, 
and his fall was a blow to Soviet-

Leonard Michael Hinchliffe, 39, 
appeared in London's Bow Street 
Court charged under the Secrets 
Act.

Kosygin 
back in 
Moscow 


MOSCOW |Reuter). — Soviet Pre- 
mier Alexei Kosygin returned to 
Moscow yesterday morning after his 
visits to Algeria and Morocco. 

In a speech at ἃ iuncheon given 
in his honour by Moroccan Prime 
Minister Karim Lamranion Sunday. 
Kosygin said: “Despite the goodwill 
shown by Egypt in seeking a peace- 
ful solution, the chances of making 
progress towards a settlement are 
still blocked by the aggressive vtand 
of the Israeli leaders.” 

In a joint communique issucd 
after Kosygin’s three-day visit, Mo- 
rocco and the Soviet Union express- 
ed their “determination to deploy 
ail their efforts with a view to 
obtaining the immediate total and 
unconditional withdrawal of occupa- 
tion troops from the occupied Arab 
territortes."” 

Kosygin has accepted an invita- 
tion to visit Southern Yemen, ac- 
cording to a joint communique Js- 
sued at the end of a 10-day visit 
to the Soviet Union by Southern Ye- 
meni Premier Ali Nasser Moham- 
med. 

No date was named for Kosygin's 
visit to Aden, but it ts normal for 
such invitations to be issued by 
visiting statesmen and dates are 


fixed through diplomatic channels. 


The banner remained on display 
about five minutes, Then two police- 
men who rushed into the building 
made students hau! it in again, ἃ 
few moments before the 70-year-old 
Emperor arrived in his limousine.

‘Authentic giants’ 

And Pulitzer Prize winner Alan 
Barth noted on Justice Black's 
Geath that he was “one of the au- 
thentic giants In the history of the 
U.S. Supreme Court," a man with 
“an inveterate commitment to the 
ideas of human equality and indi- 
vidual Uberty.” Much has and will 
be written about his unwavering ce- 
fence of the American Constitution; 
of his conviction as to the acy 
for the preservation of political de~ 
mocracy of free expression; of his 
unwavering insistence upon due pro- 
cess for the criminally accused, 
but he will also be long remember- 
ed for his unique contributions to 
the Iaws respecting citizenship and 
nationality. 

To Americans living in Israel, he 
was the author of the famous 1967 
US. Supreme Court decision of 
Afroyim v. Rusk —the decision that 
made it possible for thousands of 


‘American Jews to both maintain 


their American citizenship and to 
exercise their feelings of identifica- 
tion with Israel by participating re- 
sidence here. It is not as well known 
that in the April 1971 case of 
Kogers v. Belei, the Afroyim doc- 
trine was severely undermined. Mr. 
Justice Black, of course, wrote the

The small number of American 
Jews who came to Israel before 
1967 accepted Israeli citizenship 
under the Law of Return, and full 
participation in Israeli life, only at 
the peril of loss of their American 
citizenship. Many “opted out,” Le., 
chose to refuse Israel! nationality, 
which otherwise would have been 
their right as Jews under the Law 
ef Return, Then along came Afro- 
yim, Afroyim was a Polish Jew 
who immigrated to the U.S. in 1912, 
became a naturalized citizen and 
then, in 1950, came to Israel It is 
elear that he came as an oleh, ac- 
quired Israeli citizenship and voted 
in Israeli elections. When he ul- 
timately applied for renewal of his 
U.S. passport, it was dented him oz 
the statutory grounds that he had 
expatriated himself by voting in Is- 
raeli elections. Afroyim contested 
this. He was represented by the 
American Civil Liberties Union and 
the case was argued for him by 
Edward J. Ennis, the present na- 
tional chairman of ACLU. Afroyim 
argued that Congress was prevented 
by the Constitution from forcibly 
taking his citizenship from him. 
Such a contention had been made 
in a voting case nine years earlier 
and had been rejected by the Court 
in a 5-4 decision with Mr. Justice 
Black in the dissent. Now that case 
was overruled and by a 5-4 majority 
the Court held that Congress had no 
power under the Constitution to di- 
vest a person of his U.S. citizenship, 
absent his voluntary renunciation. 
Justice Black, in typical fashion, 
relied directly on the Constitution, 
noting that the 14th Amendment 
provision that, “All persons born 
or naturalized in the U.S.... are citi- 
zens of the U.S." created rights 
that Congress cannot sever without 
the voluntary renunciation of the 
citizen. He said: 

“There is no indication in these 

words of a fleeting citizenship,

HAIFA, — Letters arriving at the 
Haifa district office of the Ministry

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Budget freeze target 
—hbut raises problems

In order to “freeze” next year's 
budget — that is, to keep it at 
this year's level, allowing only 
for population growth and higher 
costs — cuts will be necessary of 
over 1L1,500m., Tr y sources 
say. This year's budget is IL15 
billion, 

Explanations are two. First, an- 
nual expense on debt service will 
shoot up in 1972/73 by 1L1,000m. 
(half of it repayment of the 1967 
Defence Loan), 

Second, the Government over- 

spends already, generating inflation. 
A sub-committee appointed by the 
Knesset Finance Committee, under 
Knesset Member Ze'ev Haring (La- 
bour), is busy slicing I300m. off 
budget expenditure during the re- 
maining months of the current fis- 
cal year. That 1s equivalent to 
trimming annual expenditure by 
over : 
Maintaining the status quo next 
year therefore means cutting out- 
Jays other than debt payments by 
1L1,000m., and spending 11.500m. 
less than scheduled in the budget 
law (to allow for the Haring com- 
mittee cuts). 

A further assumption is that 
there is no intention of in 
defence expenditure. Originally bud- 
feted at 11L5,2900m., this item has 
become costlier in local currency 
owing to the devaluation. Defence 
imports this year come to $680m. 
direct, plus $150m. indirect (the 
import component of focally made 
materials purchased by the Army). 

Thelr cost has gone up twice 
over, hecause the official exchange- 
rate was upped in August to 11.4.20 
a dollar, and the opportunity was 


taken at that time to abolish the 
exemption of arms from the 20 
per cent import levy. Consequenily 
their price has shot up from ILS.50 
to the current effective exchange- 
rate of IL5.04 per dollar. This has 
pushed up the expense on defence 
(on an annual rating) to 1L6,500m. 

A Supplementary Budget, to be 
tabled next month, will register a 
growth of IL1,500m. in outlays 
during the current year, mainly on 
housing (HU250m.), teachers’ and 
other wages, and the cost of devalu- 
ation, 88 indicated above, So to- 
tal ture in 1971/72 will go 
up from 1113.4 billion to almost 
L15 billion. 

Treasury men are of one mind 
with outside economists that any 
failure to trim next year’s budget 
will push Israel’s ajready over- 
stretched economy into outright in- 
flation. The general mood in offi- 
efal circles is that the sacrifice 


- must be carried not only by the 


civilian but also by the military 
sector, because the burden is other- 
wise too heavy. The implication is 
that the defence authorities should 
dispose of less even than the 
1IL6,500m. that represents this year's 
allocation. 

Talk of a 111,000m. reduction in 
defence however, is dismissed as 
Meaningless. More than half the 
IL6.5 billion is spent on imports, 
and their quantity depends on non- 
budgetary considerations (as Mr. 
Sapir pointed out over the radio 
yesterday). The Haring committee 
will indicate trends for the coming 
twelve months. It is likely that all 
sectors will be affected: social ser- 
vices, the Development Budget, and 
the military. Only debts (capital 
and interdst) must be paid in full.

Soviet newcomers 
‘at Lod Airport 
again reject flats 


LOD AIRPORT. — Another plane- 
load of Russian immigrants arrived 
here from Vienna on Sunday night. 
Again, most of the newcomers re- 
fused to accept the flats which the 
Ministry of Absorption had set 
aside for them.

This year, the debate in the 
U.S. Congress is over a $300m. loan. 
We have not given up hope either 
of recelving a further $200m. as 
economic aid. I do not know what 
the answer will be... I can only tell 
you that last year two great mira- 
cles befell us: American armaments 
and American aid.” 


ASHER COMMITTEE 

Turning to the Asher committee 
on taxes and its deliberations, Mr. 
Sapir said that the new budget will 
contain revenue of “a respectable 
figure" following the reduction of 
allowable business expenses in keep- 
ing with the committee's recom- 
mendations. As to the likelihood of 
cutting marginal tax rates, the Min- 
ister promised that any tax relief 
will affect all taxpayers at all le- 
vels of income. 

When asked to predict the earn- 
ings of salaried persons in Ja- 
nuary, after the new wage agree- 
ments are signed, Mr. Sapir said 
mo new financial sources will open 
to the Israeli economy and that 
large increases in wages would only 
reduce the value of the pound. 
However, he did not contest the 
estimate of eight-nine per cant de- 
manded for a cost-of-living allow- 
ance increase. 

‘On housing, Mr. Sapir said the 
Ministry had reached an agree- 
ment with contractors whereby 70- 
Square-metre flats will be built for 
young couples at a cost of 140,000. 

He predicted an export level next 
year of $1,800m. 

The Minister used his words care- 
fully when asked whether he too 
thought that Mr. Ben-Aharon had 
improved the Histadrut's image. He 
sald: ‘Hirst of all I never said 
that the Histadrut has to accept 
what the Finance Minister says... 
I have nothing personal against 
Ben-Aharon. I can disagree with 
him, I can see some dangers in 
some .phenomena, but I had. no 
less trouble with Lavon and even 
with Becker...
